DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Secrecy Order dated February 8, 1996 imposed upon the application has been 
rescinded. As the application returns to normal status, this Office Action provides supplemental 
information that was not put on the record during prosecution under the Secrecy Order. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. 3,502,249. The improvements are the slot extending between 
opposing flanks of the blade, and extending from the aerofoil side of the platform and 
terminating within the root so that adjacent sections of the root support adjacent sections of the 
platform.
